Shooting into a Residential Dwelling *ARRESTS – On June 12, detectives continued the investigation into 

the shooting that was reported to have occurred at a residence located in the 3500 block of Wharf Ln. in 

Triangle (22172) on April 19. The investigation revealed earlier that day, the victim, a 19-year-old woman, 

received threatening messages from an acquaintance, identified as the accused. Later that day, a Prince 

William County police detective responded to the home to speak to the victim. While speaking outside the 

residence, a vehicle passed, and multiple rounds were fired towards the home. The rounds struck the 

residence, a 58-year-old female family member of the victim who was inside the home, and four unoccupied 

parked vehicles. The injured family member was transported to an area hospital where her injuries were 

determined to be non-life threatening. While investigating the incident, detectives determined the accused 

and two male acquaintances conspired to shoot the victim. Further investigation revealed, the accused and 

the two acquaintances were involved in the criminal street gang, Bloods, and the shooting was gang related. 

Following the investigation, detectives obtained arrest warrants for all three men. The accused, identified as 

Elijah Douglas HADLEY, was taken into custody on April 20 without incident. One of the accused, identified 

as Sean Marquis HUGHES Jr., was taken into custody in Maryland on May 25 by members of the U.S. 

Marshal’s Fugitive Task Force before being extradited to Prince William County on June 12. The third man, 

identified as Cameron Brent BLACKWELL, was taken into custody on June 8 with suspected narcotics in his 

possession. Following the arrest of the BLACKWELL suspect, detectives executed a search warrant at his 

residence where they located a firearm previously reported stolen from the Woodbridge area and additional 

suspected illegal narcotics.

Charged with 1 count of conspiracy to shoot into an occupied dwelling, 1 count of accessory before the 

fact to commit an aggravated malicious wounding, 1 count of possession of a firearm by a convicted 

felon, 1 count of possession of a firearm while in possession of narcotics, 1 count of possession of 

stolen goods, 1 count of use of a machine gun for aggressive purposes, 2 counts of gang participation, 

and 3 counts of possession of a controlled substance

Shooting into a Residential Dwelling [Previously Released] – On April 19 at 4:51PM, officers responded 

to a residence located in the 3500 block of Wharf Ln. in Triangle (22172) to investigate a shooting. Upon 

arriving at the residence, officers located a victim, a 58-year-old woman, suffering from gunshot wounds. 

Officers provided first aid to the victim until fire and rescue personnel arrived and transported her to an 

area hospital where the injuries were determined to be non-life threatening. The investigation revealed 

several shots were fired from a dark-colored sedan before the vehicle fled the area. Rounds fired struck the 

victim and her home. No additional injuries were reported. While checking the area, officers located four 

parked vehicles that were also struck by rounds. Officers also located shell casings in the roadway. The 

investigation continues.

Assault & Battery on a Law Enforcement Officer [LEO] – On June 18 at 4:09PM, officers 

responded to a residence located in the 5600 block of Liberty Manor Cl. in Woodbridge 

(22193) to assist with a person in crisis. While attempting to take the individual into custody 

on an emergency custody order, he refused to follow officers’ commands and bit an officer. 

During a brief struggle, the individual, identified as the accused, kicked an additional officer 

on more than one occasion before being taken into custody without further incident. The 

accused was transported to an area hospital for further evaluation. On June 21, following 

his release from the hospital, the accused, identified as Jaquan Christopher GANT, was 

arrested.
